THEY  WERE  BROUGHT  BEFORE  THE  COURT  AND  FINES  WERE

NEXT  DOOR  TO  STARVATION,  BUT  THE  NEW  SYSTEM  DIO 
NOT  CHANGE  THEIR  FAITH  4N  GOD .  THEY  DID  HOLD  T  HE  I 
RELIGIOUS  MEETING  BUT  NOT  MORE  THAN  20  WERE  ALL-' 
OWED  IN  A  GROUP,  SO  AGAIN  THE  ATTEMPT  WAS  A  FAIL¬ 
URE. 

FlNALY  A  LAW  WAS  PASSED  THAT  NONE  OF  THE  HERETICS 
WERE  ALLOWED  TO  LIVE  ON  FERTILE  AND  TILLABLE  SOIL 
THEY  BANISHED  THEM  INTO  UNTILLED,  SIDEHILLS  OR 
ROCKY  HILLS.  ANO  AS  THEY  WERE  FIRM  NONER E S I S T AN T 
PEOPLE  JHEY  OBEYED,  THEY  WOULD  HARM  NOBODY, 
PORTIONS  OF  LAND  WAS  GIVEN  THEM,  BUT  THEY  STARTED 
WITH  A  FEW  GOATS,  A  FEW  SHEEP,  BEGAN  TO  CLEAR 
AWAY  THE  STONE  LEVEL  OFF  SMALL  UNLEVELED  SPOTS

SO  CALLED,  WOULD  NOT  TAKE  UP  ARMS  OR  WEPONS  TO 
LEAFTOJHOW  TO  KILL  AND  DESTROY  THEIR  FELLOW  BEINGS. 

But  they  banoed  together  in  united  prayer  to 
God  to  give  them  a  Country  where  the  can  serve 
their  God  and  bring  up  the  children  and  oncom¬

URES  AS  THEY  UNDERSTOOD  THEM.
